Tho impact of a recent 
breakthrough by an Ohio 
University molecular ge- 
neticist may be felt by the 
beef industry in as short a 
time as two to five years. 
Dr. Thomas Wagnor, who 
recently reported the first 
successful geno transfer 
from one animal species to 
another, is currently work- 
ing with Genetic Engineer- 
ing Inc. of Denver to coor- 
dinate research and devel- 
opment of the technique for 
use in livestock. 

"What we’re doing now 
is laying the groundwork in 
cattle embryology so that 
we can use this (gene 
transfer) rountinely," 
Wagner told WLJ in a re- 
cent telephone interview. 

Wagner’s breakthrough 
came when he successfully 
transferred the gene that 
directs hemoglobin produc- 
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tiun (ram a rabbit to a 
mouse. Of 912 mouse em- 
bryos injected with the rab- 
bit genes, 21 1 survived und 
were transferred into fe- 
male mice. The surrogate 
mothers produced -1C off- 
spring; five of which con- 
tained rabbit hemoglobin 
protein in their red blood 
cells. 
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Genetic Engineering, 
which has exclusive rights 
to use the technique, is a 
public company wliich spe- 
cializes in the improvement 
of animals for increased 
meat and milk production. 
Wagner will spend the next 
year with the company. 


Wagner told WLJ thero 
are two approaches for util- 
izing the gene transfer 
technique in livestock.

volves transferring the 
genes which code for a spe- 
cific trait from one animal 
to anothor-even one spe- 
cies to another, as was the 
case in his experiment in- 
volving mice and rabbits. 
“You can only deal with 
traits that are coded for by 
specific genes," said 
Wagner, "and not many 
are known in cattle at this 
time." 

The most immediate ap- 
plication, Wagner feels, is 
in the area of hormone pro- 
duction. "There are a lot of 
companies spending a lot of 
money to produce hor- 
mones that will stimulate 
milk and meat 
production.” The problem 
with current techniques, 
Wagner continued, is that 
they are very complex and 
therefore costly. Wagner 


explained the gone transfer 
technique involves intro- 
ducing the gene which 
stimulates production of a 
desired hormone directly 
into the animal— "direct 
genetic delivery of an ar- 
tificial time switch," he 
said. 

“It's important to real- 
ize that there's a lot of 
work to be done,” said 
Wagner. “I think what is 
needed in the U.S. and 
worldwide is to enhance the 
efficiency of animals. 
That's the kind of goal 
we're talking about. Hor- 
mones increase the physio- 
logical efficiency of animals 
and hopefully (through 
gene transfer techniques), 
we'll be able to raise 
animals with the capability 
to convert low grade feed 
into high grade beef and 
milk.”

Honduras to cut 
exports to U.S. 

U.S. beef imports from 
Honduras are expected to 
decline in 1981 to 22.68 
million tons compared with 
26.08 million tons in 1980, 
the U.S. agricultural at- 
tache in Guatemala said, 
reports CNS. 

The attache said in a 
recent report that a rise in 
domestic meat consumption 
in Honduras combined with 
lower prices paid for beef in 
the U . 8. will account for the 
decline in exports to the 
U.S. 

In the Dominican Repub- 
lic, exports of beef to the 
U.S. are expected to 
increase, the attache in 
Santo Domingo said. Beef 
exports for 1981 are 
expected at 2,900 tons 
compared with 2,200 in 
1980. Good domestic graz- 
ing conditions and a better 
price* outlook for the cattle 
industry will account fortho 
slight increase, the attache 
said.

Ah Detroit engineers 
struggle to gel more miles 
per gallon of gasoline used 
in nur automobiles, re- 
searchers nL agricultural 
collages have* been working 
on better ways to get more 
steaks and hamburgers per 
acre from our North 
American farm and ranch 
land. 

With tho cost of beef 
culling into consumption 
patterns and a correspond- 
ing drop in the price 
received by cattlemen for 
their product, anything that 
helps hold down the cost of 
producing our favorite meat 
will be welcome news for 
both consumers and cattle- 
man. 

Now, formers and ranch- 
ers in the United States and 
Canada are looking to new 
ways to get up to 100 lb. 
more beef from an ncre of 
grazing land. Tho key to this 
success is better grassland 
management, especially re- 
thinking of fertilization 
programs used on native 
grasses. 

According to n report by 
Sperry New Holland, a farm 
machine manufacturer, 
grazing areas kept in top 
condition arc essential for 


nchieving more beef per 
ncre. Just how to accom- 
plish this vuries us much na 
the grass varieties through- 
out North America, the 
report adds. 

One of the more consis- 
tent ways of boosting 
productivity of native range 
is taking place in the 
Northern Plains, where a 
large percentage of grass- 
fattened beef originates. In 
some cases, stocking rates 
per acre have nearly 
doubled. 

Duane L. Dodds, exten- 
sion grassland management 
specialist at North Dakota 
State University, says ferti- 
lization of the more produc- 
tive grassland increases the 
potential grazing capacity 
and should result in more 
beef per acre. 

Grassland fertilization 
studies conducted at the 
Northern Great Plains Re- 
search Center (NGPRC) In 
North Dakota have shown 
beef cattle grazing on 
nitrogen fertilized pastures 
gain more per acre than 
cattle onuntreated ranges. 

NGPRC research director 
Russell Lorenz says pas- 
tures in the Plains usually

produce 61) lb. of gain per 
acre for yenrling beef, ily 
uddiiig -10 lb. of nitrogen per 
ncre to the range pastures 
the beef gain was increased 
to 97 lb. With 80 lb. of 
fertilizer, the increase was n 
substantial 126 lb. of gain 
per acre. 

In western Oklahoma, 
steers grazing native love- 
grass supplemented with 
nitrogen increased the gain 
por head by 10%. The 
carrying capacity of the 
range increased by 26% and 
beef production per acre 
was upped 31%. 

Improved stocking rates 
were made possible by the 
nitrogen applications. 
Where unfertilized native 
grassland required 6.3 
acres per yearling steer for a 
140-day grazing season the 
fertilized grassland re- 
quired only 2.6 acres for Lhe 
same grazing season. 

Lorenz says along with 
the greater carrying- capaci- 
ty, the protein content in tho 
plants is almost always 
increased by nitrogen appli- 
cations. 

The research suggosts 
another possible benefit of 
the fertilization program is 
that improved plant condi- 
tions will extend the grazing 
season . 

The fertilization program 
is not without its- problems, 
however, since fertilizer 
responds to moisture avail- 
ability. In dry seasons, the 
lack of moisture could be a 
limiting factor. 

Because of this problem 
in drier areas, some cattle 
producers are looking at an 
alternative called comple- 
mentary pasturing or com- 
plementary seeding. 

This practice uses other 
forages, grasses or legumB 
plants introduced into or 
used in conjunction with 


iintivt! grans pasturing 
arr-sis. These mlditiunal 
plants can boost pasture 
nutrition ami produce more 
beef per acre, says Mark 
Kilchur, range scientist at 
the Swift Current Research 
Station in Saskatchewan. 

Kilcher says tho principle 
of complementary seeding 
comes from the growth 
patterns of various forage 
plants. Cool season grasses 
such os crested wheatgrass, 
Russian Wild Ryegrass and 
adapted alfalfa varieties 
make 80% of their seasonal 
growth during the firaL 5-6 
weeks of grazing in the 
spring. Native plants have 
only 26% of their seasonal 
growth at this same time. 

During the first part of 
the season, cattle can graze 
the cool season grasses and 
later move to the native 
plants. If the cattle graze 
only on the native plants 
during Lhe early season, 
their nutritional needs will 
not be fully met and gains 
could bo kept low. 

Finding the best plant 
growth forthc Russian Wild 
Ryegrass and Altai Wild 
Ryegrass pasture netted a 
200-lb. animal gain per 
acre, Kilcher notes. This 
was In an area where 
livestock gains on native 
range averaged 17 lb. per 
acre. 

Jim Waggoner, on animal 
scientist at the University of 
Wyoming, is also studying 
complementary seeding 
theories. He claims the 
benefits from the combina- 
tion of native range and 
crested wheatgrass include 
an increased carrying capa- 
city of the land, more 
pounds of calf produced per 
acre, better weight gains 
and earlier calving date's for 
cows.

It is an alternative thut 
demands the best in 
management skills, Kilcher 
stresses. Each producer 
inu.sL decide which grasses 
or legumes will best 
complement his existing 
range or paslureland. 

Fertilization and comple- 
mentary seeding con pro- 
mote more efficient grass- 
land beef production. How- 
ever, even these systems 
would he useless without 
proper management, the 
Sperry Now Holland report 
points out. 

Ono of the mqjor limiting 
factors in native grass 
management is water avail- 
ability. Native grass res 
ponds to wet and dry years 
differently than do seeded 
crops. One wet or dry year 
only affects the yields that 
season, but iT two or more 
wet or dry seasons come in a 
row, the plants will be 
affocled. 

Many steps can be taken 
to batter manage the native 
grass grazing areas. One of 
those is deferred grazing 
which involves holding the 
cattle off native grass early 
in the grazing season until 
the plants have matured. 

The cattle can use other 
pasturing areas until mid 
season or graze on areas 
where legumes and other 
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j'r.’uiHCs have been intro- 
duced into the range 
system . 

Sometimes grassland 
management comes down 
to basic economic decisions. 
Lorenz suggests drojiping 
the rigid schedule of always 
keeping the capacity herd 
Lhrough the winter and 
suiting tho calves the 
following season. Deter- 
mining if your grazing areas 
can stand a full herd is the 
first step in deciding on 
pasture management. 

Kilcher adds many man- 
agement tricks exist in good 
native pasture use, but 
absolutely nothing is more 
important than deferred 
grazing starts, moderate 
usage and reduced herd 
carryover.

Because most poultry 
companies urc large and 
vertically integrated, the 
poultry industry carries 
large inventories and bor- 
rows large sums of money, 
poultry sources said. 

Tyson Foods, which pro- 
duces 3.6 million broilers 
per week, has an inventory 
in excess of $76 million, $40 
million of which ia bor- 
rowed, said Gerald John- 
ston, executive vice presi- 
dent of finance for Tyson. 

"Interest rates have a 
tremendous effect on the 
bottom line,” Johnston 
said. A big portion of tho 
borrowed capital is carried 
in short-term debts. It is 
necessary for Tyson to bor- 
row more capital than 
before because of high 
interest rates. 

The interest rate charged 
poultry producers has aver- 
nged 17% during the last 
nine months, Johnston said. 
Interest charges account for 
about 3% of the cost of gain 
at Tyson, he said. 

High interest rates have 
increased borrowing levels, 
said Roland Rexroth, vice 
president of finance of 
Cagle's, Inc., another poul- 
try producer. Cagle's Is bor- ' 
rowing twice the level of Its 
equity base. Of the bor- 
rowed capital, 60% to 60% 
is financed through short- 
term loans and the balance 
is longer-term. Interest 
rates paid by Cagle’s range 
from 7% to 26%, he said. 



Kxppclcd lower grnin 
casts this fall may nffsut 
sumo of tho high interest 
costs, Kcxrnth said. Reve- 
nue has not compensated 
for the high interest rates, 
he said. 

Inventories such ns feed 
Ingredients are kept at a 
minimum, Johnston said, to 
reduce interest payments. 
However, because much of 
the poultry industry is ver- 
tically integrated, produc- 
tion cannot be reduced 
because efficiency will 
suffer. 

The poultry industry has 
had to realize interest rates 
are not going to decline, 
Johnston said. Many poul- 
try producers were attempt- 
ing to hold on until interest 
rates declined. 

Some smaller poultry 
producers will probably 
begin cutting back because 
of unprofitability hrought 
on by high interest rotes, 
Johnston said. However, 


poultry production for the 
third quarter of 1981 is 
exported to be up 6% 
compared with a year 
earlier, analysts said. 

The hog industry also has 
Felt the pinch of high 
interest rates, along with a 
sustained period of depre- 
ssed cash hog prices Inst 
year, pork producers mid 
lenders told CNS. 

This period of losses was 
"a little longer and a littlo 
rougher than hog producers 
thought it would be," Keith 
Van Gilst, an Iowa Hog 
producer told CNS in an 
earlier interview. The unex- 
pected jump in interest 
rates might have broken a 
few, he said. 

Bankers are taking a hard 
look at cash flow, said Allen 
. Keppy, an Iowa hog 
producer. High interest 
rates have been a mtyor 
drain on cash flow. 

Loans for new construc- 
tion for feeder pig pur- 
chases are down substan- 


tially because of continued 
high interest rates, said 
Charles Nichols, executive 
vice president of loans, First 
Central State Bank, Dewitt, 
Iowa. 

Hog producers who hnve 
borrowed and expanded in 
the Iasi few years have 


experienced large financial 
losses, said Richard Larson, 
President of Ottumwa! 
Iowa, Federal Lnnd Bank. If 
n hog producer hits a land 
bnse, lie i.s in better 
financial shnpc, he snid.

The Reagan administra- 
tion's main objective of the 
pending 1981 farm bill is to 
limit federal expenditures 
for farm programs, U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary John 
Block said recently. 

"Anything that wouid be 
a major Treasury exposure 
(federal expenditure) would 
be a potential reason for a 
presidential veto," Block 
said In an interview with 
CNS. 

Block would not predict 
the outcome on the contro- 
versial target price issue, 
which has been a major 
conflict between Congress 
and the administration 
during formulation of the 
1981 omnibus bill. He re- 
iterated that if target prices 
were not eliminated from 
the House and Senate 
Agricultural Committee 
versions of the farm bill, 
they would have to reduced 
w that the Treasury would 
not be susceptible to 
substantial deficiency pay- 
ments. 

Both the Senate and 
House Agriculture Commit- 
tee bills mandate minumum 
wget price levels for the 
four years of the bill. Those 
levels generally are sharp 
’ocreases from current 
jyt prices. In the present 
WU, the agriculture secre- 
toy has the authority to set 
Kgst prices. Block has said 
^dier that if. he had that 
wscretion, he would set 
yt prices at the loan 
which would assure no 
fleficlency payments, 
farmers do not believe 
‘to*** dip out of the 
Block laid. 

C M the dairy 
^gram as a major worry to 


the administration. He also 
said the wheat and rice 
provisions in the 1B81 
farrabill proposals were 
excessive and would have to 
be reduced. 

On sugar and peanuts, 
Block conceded that the 
administration had backed 
away from its earlier goals 
of dismantling the peanut 
marketing quota and acre- 
age allotment provisions 
and of not having a sugar 
loan program. 

“We will let Congress 
work its will on sugar and 
peanuts. "We're not going 
to pressure for the original 
administration position, ' 1 
he said. 

The Reagan administra- 
tion backed away from both 
of those provisions in return 
for conservative Democrat 
support of the Reagan 
administration budget and 
tax cut bills passed this 
summer. 

On the general farm price 
situation, Block said, “I am 
deeply concerned about 
farm prices in general, but 
I'm not doom and gloom — 
at least we have a crop." 

When asked if taking 
away target prices was 
going to leave an adequate 
“safety net" for the farm 
economy, Block said the 
loan rate and the reserve 
program serve bb an 
adequate safety net. 

He said farmers’ slow- 
ness in putting wheat in the 
reserve indicated their 
optimism for better prices. 
However, Block said he was 
not concerned at the slow 
rate wheat was going into 
the reserve. 

A decision on the feed 
grain reserve program is 


pending, he said, and he 
would not reveal when the 
administration would make 
a decision on the program. 

Bbck said he did not 
anticipate changing his 
decision not to implement 
production controls for the 
upcoming 1081-82 wheat 
and feed grain crops. While 
he reiterated he would 
prefer a paid diversion 
program if production con- 
trols were ever implement- 
ed, he said he would want 
to retain the option of a 
set-aside program.

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TRADE ON FED CATTLE was rather alow to moderate 
through moat of this week, as buyers remain cautious in the 
face of week whole sale beef trade coupled with a continuing 
moderate federally inspected slaughter rate. 

Most buying interests were never very aggressive and 
very hesitant about carrying largo inventories over the long 
holiday weekend. The best demand continued to center on 
steers over 1100 lb. and heifers over 950 lb. with lighter 
weights hard to move and finding only marrow outlets. The 
market showed only limited numbers of 900-1000 lb. steers 
and 860-900 lb. heifers returning to feedlots as feeder 
buyers were cautious and not as competitive for numbers. 
The supply of market ready cattle is still veiy current and 
average to high choice steers over 1160 lb, and heifers over 
960 lb. where found in short supply. 

Price trends on slaughter steers and heifers continued 
rather uneven, with Midwestern terminals and direct trade 
markets finishing mostly lower.

In recent yenrs sLock- 
men have found aid 
through pharmaceutical 
research. Modern science 
has discovered a cure ond 
preventative to break 
down the mucous forma- 
tion that gathers in the 
rumen after grazing 
luguminous crops like 
alfalfa and clover.

Tho stumbling block in 
grazing alfalfa, of course, 
was the bloat uroblum. Dif- 
ferent forms of bloat pro- 
tection were not working 
100% and wore costing in 
the neighborhood of $0.35 
por head per day. As a 
pharmacist, Mr. Griffin 
was knowledgeable of 
gases that form in the 
rumen and Lhe froth that 
entrapped these gases to 
cause the frightful bloat. 

Many products were 
tested by Griffin before 
discovering, the present 
product that he calls aqua 
Bloat Stop, Silicones were 
first tested, but were not 
100% effective and became 
too expensive. Poloxalene 
was also tested extensive- 
ly, but proved ineffective 
due to palatability prob- 
lems. “Tho cattle just 
would not drink the water 
that contained pol- 
oxatene," he stated in- 
tently. 

After five years of pri- 
mary research and hours 
and hours in every library 
available, the discovery 
came, A product that was 
nontoxic, decreased the 
froth formed and most im- 
portantly was palatable. 
"The cattle and sheep love 
this stuff/’ he stated smil- 
ing. “They will drink the 
medicated water before 
they will fresh [water]/’ he 
added.

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Farm leader blames inflation 
for disappointing income year 


A national farm leader 
blames continuing double 
digit inflation for the disap- 
pointing income year now 
shaping up for most farmers 
and ranchers. 

Robert Delano, president 
of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, Bays there 
iB a direct relationship 
between high inflation, high 
interest rates, rapidly rising 
input costs and depressed 
form income.

this year over 1980. This 
corresponds almost exactly 
to the underlying rato of 
inflation that exists in this 
country today," Delano 
says. 

“Obviously the relation- 
ship between inflation and 
farm production costs is 
direct and significant," 
Delano continued. “It is the 
reason farmers and ranch- 
ers urge support for the 
complete economic recov- 
ery package with Its 
emphasis on reduced fed- 
eral taxation and spending 
and consistent monetary 
policies." , 

Delano maintains that ’■ 
although the budgetary 
reforms and tax cut victories 
are important, they are 
only half of the four point 
economic recovery battle. 
Still remaining, he adds, la 
the need for further 
spending cuts, regulatory 
decontrol and full commit- 
ment by the Federal 
Reserve Board and others to 
sound monetary policies.
